Dr. Metcalt'o speaks of the treat- 


ment after 25 years of laborious ob- 
servations. Hesaj*: "I hare reach- 
ed a point where I do not dread as 
formerly to encounter a case of pneu- 
monia, nor does a hacking cough in 
a consumptive patient alarm me. An 
asthmatic struggling for breath aud 
the patient with bronchitis that 
keeps one awake all night do not de- 
ter me from promising relief in hal/ 
an hour, so that the former can lj 
down to rest, and the latter pass the 
day and night without any distress- 
ing ccmgh." 


The writer ot the paper insists that

Upon uncorking a bottle of carbon- 


ic water and quickly closing it with 
a cork provided with a bent tube, a 
small quantity of carbonic acid gas 
quite tufficiont for a few experi- 
ments may easily be procured. 


By means of one of th< pioducing 


apparatus mentioned above, let us 
introduce some carbonic acid into a 
largo jar, but in such a way as not to 
fill tho latter completely. Although 
tho level of the gas cannot be per- 
ceived, since it is as colorless to, air, 
it may bo recognized approximately 
by means of a candle attached to a 
v ire and lowered, slowly until it is 
extinguished. This is the point of 
se paratiou of the acid and air. 


Let us then blow the Binoke of a 


cigarette gently upon the surface of 
the gas, and wo shall Bee it form 
waves and float, so to speak, upon 
the carbonic acid, and upon shaking 
the jar we shall see its level oscillate 
like that of a liquid, thanks to smoke 
blown upon it. Ic an inptant we 
shall witness a cunous phenomenon. 
The gas will diffu&o itself in very vis- 
ible wreaths upon a' black ground, 
each of which terminates in a toad- 
stoollikeappendage. Theso vortexes 
will descend slowly to the bottom of 
the j Jr.—Paris Illustration. 


Slopes Kot JJesir«*<l on Storage. 


Many of the storage warehouse com- 


panies in tbe city havo this Reason inau- 
gurated a new plan in regaid to taking 
stoves for storage during the srmimer 
and are refusing to store them unless 
the fee is paid ui advance or they are 
stored with other articles. The reason 
ior the step is that many of the compa- 
nies have had valueless stoves left on 
their hands by fJie owners, who replaced 
them with new ones in the- fall. The 
stove then had to be kept for a long 
while, aud if the owner refused to take 
it iiwiiy it was sold for old inetul at a 
low price, so that the tottl loss to the 
company was considerable.

STAMP COLLECTING MANIA. 


Hen of Bank Win. Are Coltoaton «u1 Bom* 


Valimblo Slmik» In DuBlaml. 


Some remarkable particulars respect- 


ing this peculiar form of the madness of 
crowds is #iveu in The British Fort- 
nightly by Mr. W. Robert?. In England 
tho craao has some very distinguished 
patrons. The president and vieo presi- 
dent of the Ph'latelic society respectively 
are tho Duke of Saxe-Coburg-tlotha and 
the Dnlie of York, while its ordinary list 
of members includes one prince and two 
earls. In London last season no less 
than from £15,000 to £20,000 worth of 
stamps were sold by three or four auc- 
tioneers. One hundred and nine mem- 
bers of the society have in their posses- 
sion no fewer than 625,000 stamps. 


The value of oue collection was placed 


at £10,000, a second at £0,000, two at 
£5,000, two at £4,000, eight at amounts 
varying from £1,200 to £3,000 each and 
ten at £1,000 each. The estimated value 
of collections of members of the society 
resident out of Great Britain is placed 
at £100,000, a total which cannot include 
the enormous collection of Herr Philip 
von Ferrary of Paris, which in itself ia 
certainly not worth less than £100,000. 


The Tapling collection, in the British 


museum, is supposed to rank second to 
that of Herr Ferrary and is said in be 
worth £60,000. The czar of Knsw, has 
a fine collection, valued at about £30,- 
000. 
OC individual stamps the most val- 


uable are tho 1 penny and 2 penny "Post- 
office, Mauritius," of the first i^sue, 
which appeared in September, 1847 and 
which havo changed hands at £(580. A 
British Guiana, stamp comes next at 
£2.")0. A Sandwich Island specimen is 
said to be worth £200. As regards Eng- 
lish stamps, thu penny black, vrilh. the 
initials "V. K." in tho corner, ijj the 
most valuable. 
Twenty years ac,po it 


was appraised at £^; now it will fetch 
five times that amount. It seems that 
the mania of htunip* ollec'ting originated 
in Belgium ami reached England some 
timo in tiie Into fifties. Mr. Roberts 
thinks that the dozen or ho of rarities in 
fctamps will soon bo absorbrtl by public 
institutions, and mediocrity becoming 
the bane of {'ollections the ciazc will 
gradually die out.

bean n strong resemblance to tho this- 
tle, r'.ncl up to that iliUe say nittn who 
ntt- it ran the rink of being classed with 
that niiiniul which enjoys thistles and 
knows how to brny. 


Tho portion of tho artichoke generally 
tfii is thn nndnrside of tho hood be- 


foru the (lower nnfolils itself, or what in 
kitchen parlance is called tho artichoke 
bottom. Bnt tho lower part of the leaves 
that join thin buse aiul contain about a 
fifth of a teaspoonfal of cflible and eas- 
ily digestible substance ia equally prized 
by the wise. A common way of uuting 
these bottoms after the head is removed 
I'rcm the plant aud the body hail been 
well boiled, like a cabbage, is to pull 
off tho leuvea anil then cab tho remain- 
der soused in salt and butter. 


But the French and the Creoles of 


Now Orleans, where tho artichoke is 


with a kind of sentimental or 


affectionate appetito, freqneutly gather 
tlio heads when the bottom is no larger 
than p. silver dollar and out the lower 
end of the loaves raw, clipping them 
daintily iu n Banco madoof oil, rod pop- 
per and red wine vinegar or occasional- 
ly in a queer sance ot butter and spico. 


Another way tho French and their 


kindred hero have ol embalming the 
avticlioko in tho memory of particular 
stomachs is to bake thu dried heads, for 
which purpose tho socmirt crop or roweii 
of artichokes is preferred, in a moat pie 
with mushrooms. This dish has not yet 
made its appearance in Now York res- 
laurJintrf. 


Neither has the artichoke patty, au 


invintion of tho famous Parisian chef, 
Q'riscoui, now living in rich retirement 
on hi* estate near New Orleans, anil 
cooking only occasionally ou state occa- 
sions or for gourmets whoso praise de- 
lights his poet nature. At a dinner given 
in 1SS4 by the New Orleans exposition 
miuniKtiment to somo editorial visitors, 
TriM-oiii presented some of these famous 
patties and one editor, whoso nnmo is 
a hunstmolrl word, remarked that snch 
n dish could teach ft man tlioarttoohoko 
himself to death without grieving, to 
whirh another replied that tho art to 
goto in that way was un editorial func- 
tion more honored til the breach than in 
the observance, and in an nwesoma hnsh 
tho guests went oi> holacing their souls 
with patties. 


Tho composition of these culinary 


wonders is n profound secret, which will 
probably dio with its Columbus, but 
thrrc: aio many other ways — about 20 in 
nil — of cooking tlio artichoke, and come 
of thiac methods curry elaboration to 
excess.. Let a brief description of ono 
way suffice. 


You tnko about six or eight plants of 


medium si/.e, remove tho coarsest leaves, 
trim them off .straight oa top, out out 
thu coves or chokes wash mul drain care- 
fully. Then fry tho tips in oil, aud for 
dressing ohnp up very fiiic half a poiuul 
of fresh pork fat, with tho same amount 
of Imtter. Ailil Itminredshullpts, ajorge 
s]K)onful of chopped parsley, salt, pep- 
per, nutmeg, » pound o( miiictitl mush- 
rooms and agiHo? madeira. After thor- 
ough mixing divide into as many por- 
tions as you Imvo artichoke shells and 
fill the hollow plants, 


Cover thes" with bands of thipk porlf 


and tin around with strong string. Pllf 
these imprisoned artichokes now into a 
largo saucepan, with more pork, chopped 
carrots, onions parsley, etc. Moisten 
with medium stock and whito wmo and 
let boil. 


Thgu skin imd cook iu on oven for on 


hour. Drain off tho stock and rcdnco it 
With eipagnole to u semiglazcd state, 
sprinkling iu jnst a hu&pieion of lemon 
juioo now and then. Free tho articokcs 
from tliuif lord and bauds and serve 
thorn, thinly coven*!, nof drowned, in 
their accompanying sauce. Tho name of 
tiio dish is artichants enticre a la bari- 
goulo (Hid is> wjual to a dinner of several 
courses. 


By somo persons this dainty vegefa^fe 


has been confused with tho so called 
Jerusalem artichoke, which is also eat- 
011, .though chiefly by cattle. The Jem- 
snloni wtwihoko is not a true species at 
all, bnt of a kind P.f wild sunflower 
(hence its Italian naniu girospjo, turn- 
ing to sun), with a tuberose root thaf 
i'etiO»|blcs a potato and tastes very like a 
delicate turnip when well cooked. 


This plant is called in some localities 


tho Canada potato, in others tho Vir- 
Kinjau, It was introduced into England 
in 11)30, fH»fJ ifs t«P«. when cured, wero 
found to bo KIJCX! \fflf, flvo or six tons to 
tho acre, and its tuber was feij fq cattle. 
It is not quite as nourishing us the pi(- 
ittto. having •! per cent more water, bat 
it is' very i air .fating in spito of the prej- 
udice against it.

ing nuvirr toiJJ known to bo killed or 
spoiled by freezing.

I remember one time at 
Long Branch I fell in with four pro- 
fessional swindlers, who asked me 
into a $10 limit game. They were 
clever at shuffling the four aces un- 
derneath, and I pretended not to see 
{hem cheat, with the result that they 
ioon had $l.jO of my money. I lost 
the moupy >vith good grace, and stip- 
ulated that un the pext day we play 
another gaino SO f ctjuld have re- 
venge. They agreed to this wUJing- 
ly enough, for they Bccutcd more 
winnings. But they didn't know I 
knew what I was talking about when 
I said I waiited revenge. 


"The following day we met about 


the table again, and this time I stack- 
ed the cards and in a way that they 
could not detect. They loht and 1 
won, to thuir great surprise

I have 
robbed yon today. I have recovered 
my if ISO.

GHOSTS OF THE SEA. 


SAILORS DREAD TO SEE THE SHIPS 


THAT NEVER SAILED. 


An Old S*lt Tells of Hta Hnl Experience 


With » Phantom Ship--While a, Terri- 
ble Burrloow Howl* II «ld«« Eaailj 
With All Satis Set. 
"Them tales of the ships that never 


came back are sad enough, lint it's the 
•hip that never went oat, the ghosts of 
the soa, that give tho Bailor man a 
creepy feeling whon be meots them oat 
where the waves ai-o rolling high and 
the winds are singing funeral songs." 


Tho speaker was Mate Bob Ailing, 


who baa followed the sea aa boy and 
man for nearly 50 years. Snnounded by 
a group of interested listeners in the 
public room of the Sailors' Happy home 
in Sooth street, Mate Bab, as all the 
sailors call him, was telling stories of 
strange eights that he has witnessed at 
ECO, Ailing is now mate of a coastwise 
fishing sohooncr, bnt in the old days ho 
sailed in some of the largest trading ships 
and the strongest whalers that over 
sailed out of an American port flying 
tho stars and stripes. 


"As I said, boys," the old mail went 


on, "it's the ships that never wont out 
from any port that n bailor never targets 
when ho sees one of them. Wo may re- 
member tho ships that went out and 
uevcr came back for n tiDie if we had a 
shipmate aboard, bnt wo can forgi't. 
Bat there's no forgetting a ghoet of tho 
sen. 


"It was back in tho early fifties thai 


I saw my first sea ghost, and today 1 
can shut my eyes and MO it just as plain 
as I could too it then. I was a sailor on 
a fishing schooner, and wo were* catch- 
ing cod off tho coast of Newfoundland. 
We had been out ten days and \vero al- 
most ready to start for home with a full 
cargo when a nnsty oft* shore broczf 
came on late ono evening. Wo stood out 
to sea, for thero was v. heavy fog along 
with tbowind. It was n still and steady 
blow, so WB ralo tho waves under baro 
polea during the, night, wailing for day- 
light and thu toy to lift bofore shaping 
onr courso for home*. 


"All through tho night wo sent ap 


rockels at intervals nncl kept the ship's 
boll going, bccauso wo conltl uot SIM 
ten foet ahead at times on account of 
tho fog. Bnt it iv.ia nearly morning bo- 
fore we hearrl or saw an answering sig- 
nal to warn us that another vcsaol "»as 
npar. 


"I was <m thu cm'.y morning watch, 


and about half an hour before daylight 
I made out a .signal light a short dis- 
tanco ahead on our port bow. It wat, a 
strango light, a palo blue in color, mid 
it flushed up and clown at irtp ;ular in- 
tervals. Tho fog wan still thick, and it 
wus impossible to tell how near wjworo 
to thn vesbul. 


"I called tho mate on deck and point- 


ed to the Sitraugo signal light Ho look- 
ed at it a long time, aiitl, with a bhako 
of his head, said iio could not make it 
out at all. T|(o lights showed that tho 
vessel could not bo far uwny, so wo 
changed our course a littlo, mill then 
fired a gnu. Thoro was 110 answer, and 
wo fired again anil ngaiu with tho snine 
result. 


"By aral by I saw that tho inn to was 


very gravo :md qneoi looking. 
Ho M .is 


pacing back and forth on the deck", not 
minding tho cold, misty rrun that wns 
fulling, anil nil tho tune ho kopt his 
pyoj) flxocl on that queer looking Llui.-li 
light tbat'(lasht>il up out of tho fng ami 
tlaiknoss ahnad. At last I i»a.*> so bold 
as to ask the mate what ho thought at 
it.

could gaj, no nearer the phantom ship. 
yuddonVl wo saw the white ghost ship 
lurch fonward, her sails trembled for an 
instant, aiid then she seemod to sink 
straight clown into tho sea. Ten seconds 
from the time wo saw the first quiver of 
her sails the ship had vanished, and we 
never saw her again. 


"During (;ho day fho storm went 


down, au'cl putting 'about wo made port 
jn safety. Butjvhej] flint schooner, sa_iled 
for' the fishing bants ngaiu it was with 
an entirely now orew from tho captain 
to cabin boy. Not a mnu who saw the 
ghost ship from her deck would sail on 
that schooner again. 


"Such is tho old sailor belief in the 


ghosts of the sea as warnings of clangor. 
Tho nion who sco ono of them will never 
sail again on the same ship if they lire 
to see port. "—New York Dispatch.

SPIRIT PHOTOGRAPHS. - ' " 


The Pictures, It Is Olnluied, Produced bj 


Fr»udul«nt Lay Figures. 


An interesting account of "spirit 


photographs" has been given by M. 
Foui-tier in a French scientific jour- 
nal. The discoverer, it- seetns, was 
an American engraver named Mum- 
)er, employed by Mr. Bigelow, a jew- 
eler of Boston. His hobby was pho- 
tography, and one day in 1861, while 
developing a plate, he ivas surprised 
to see a faint head beside that of the 
model. He announced the fact in 
the journals; a "sensation" was the 
restilt; he gave up the graver and 
took to the trade of "spirit photog- 
raphy" of New York. 


The deception flourished, and in 


1874 a new edition of the Bible, with 
authentic photographs of Abraham, 
Moses, David and others was an- 
nounced. The method was intro- 
duced into Franco, and a trade in 
spirit photographs established. The 
pel-son desiring a photograph of 
Boine friend "gone before" had only 
to unite himself in -thought with a 
"medium" in Paris and in a few 
days received the photograph. Sev- 
eral misadventures, however, set the 
police 011 the alert. 


lu one case a merchant of Montre- 


uil wished a photograph of his 
daughter, who was 3 years old 
when she died, and received a pic- 
ture of a woman of 50. The police 
finally exposed the fraud on April 
23, 1873, by discovering a dark cham- 
ber containing a lay figure draped in 
bluish tulle, with numerous photo- 
graphic heads, which could be added 
to it, and other devices. Particulars 
of the appearance of the person 
whoso "spirit photograph" was re- 
quired having been ingeniously gath- 
ered, tho lay figure was adjusted and 
rapidly photographed 
Then tho me- 


dium, or sometimes the client, was 
photographed on the same plate with 
a longer exposure, and both objects 
were developed together. Tbc ''spirit 
photographeis" were tried and con- 
demned to a year's imprisonment 
ijiid a fine of 3,1)00 francs., 


"Spirit photography" never raised 


its head again ill France; but, strange 
to say, it continued to flourish, nu'l 
still 'flourishes, in England. 
Even 


eminent British men of eeieneo have 
been fascinated by it. In America it 
thrives still more vigorously. M. 
Fourtior gives directions for obtain- 
ing spirit photographs, MS fuUovS' 
First, place tho ^pirtf-r Iwtorn ti Clark 
background and photograph it, de- 
ccntering tlio uegam o to lunkoit float 
in aiv.

As soon as growth sets in 
apply some good plant food, but be 
careful not to give too much ot it at 
first. Increase the supply as the 
plant becomes strong and able to as- 
similate It.
